THE ADJOURNMENT OF CONGRESS.

The departed Congress can coutemplate
with more profound satisisction the things
it left undone than those which it accom-
plishad. It has reasou to feel betler on the
whole that the force bill was not passed.
The presentation and discussion of that
measnre may possibly do some good in im,
pressiog upon the South that it cannot long
tolerate irauds or intimidation toward the
colored vote without evoking public esasure
and a disposition to resort to very drastic
remedios, At the same time the force bill
contained provisions which would be much
more likely to be used lor party thun for
public benefit. The expressions in Congress
aud outside showed that even the opinion of
the party in whose name it was offered was
seriopsly divided upon it

In throwing overboard the free coinage
bill, Congress escaped (rom legislation which
would have caused the most serious em-
barrassment and chavges in the business and
finances of the country, The silver men had
clear sailing uotil the public came to learn
the scope aud probable results of the pro-
posed messure. The idea of making the
United States & market at twenly ceot
premium for all the silver of the world, snd
of deranging the whole range of values of
commodities was quickly nipped by the frost
of public opinion.

Agauin, the scheme to get tbe country into
8 guaractee of §100,000,000 of bonds for the
Nifaragua Canal, at & time when an sppro-
priation bill could not even be got through
for a mere survey and report of Goveroment
engineers upon the much more imporiant
vroject of ship canale from the lakes to the
Ohio sed the Mississippi, deservedly tell
into the Congressional waste-basket, If it
ever comes up again with asy chance of
passing, it must be minus the irills of an
ioner *“‘construetisn company” and free from
the incident of §100,000,000 of pure water in
the stock.

The list of things which Congress did
comprises mosily the commonplace, and not
very much even of that. But the tanff bill,
of course, stands out ms =n exeeplion, and
we think that this act, before twelve months
have pussed, will be recogoized by the
country us bighly besefieial. Already the
extravugsnt clsims of the altitude to which
it was to raise prices are dissipated Ly the
daily market quotations. With vew 1o-
uustries stimulated through tbe country,
and with the advantages which are promised
1o trade from the kivdred operation of the
reciprocity provisions under Mr. Blaine's
direction, the doctrine sod practice of pro-
tection are both likely to be materislly
strengthened by the MeKinley bill in place
of being weakened as the adverse critics
were so ready to propbesy. Faith in the
tariff is to-day the distingunishing policy of
the Republican party. DBy standiog up lor
home industries and & home market lor the
products of home labor it bas gained the
confidence of the business interests of the
conntry. On other points its leaders are
frequentiy and widely open to criticism, bat
on the whole if spart from the tariff they
have done nothing notable this wister, it
must at least be conceded that they refraived
from doing several things which they were
urged by unwise advisors to do, and which
it done would in all likelibood have re-
sulted very badly.

So far as persopal fortunes and reputa-
tions are affecied by the work of the winter,
three vesuits are policeable. Blaive's star
has risen untll there is no competing steilsr
attraction in the Republican firmament.
Feed’s leadership bas proved meteoric and
disappointing and will hardly again be
heard of =s s determiniug factor in the Be-
publican councils. Among the Democrats
Cileveland hss kept bimsel: well to the front
by his timely and vigorous exposition of the
unrestraived folly of free silver coinage.

AUSTRALIAN INDEPENDENCE.

The National Australian Conference, now

in session at Sidoey, N. 8. W., to prepare a
general constitotion for the seven Austira-
lian colonies, is said to have many members
who are strongly in favor of absolute inde-
pendecce. The intelligence is conveyed
that these members may attempl to capture
the convention and adopt a conmstitution
founded on their views Whetber they will
be successful or not is not of prime im-
portance, but the pews that an eflert for 1n-
dependence will be made is a confirmation
of prophecies that England will soon loss
her most distant colonies. Australia is
purticularly well situated for the proper
carrving on of so independent republican
tormof governmeut, detached as the island
is irom elose geographical conmection with
any other country. Independence and a
constitution like that of the United States
would do much to hasten the development
of acountry now retarded in a greater or
less degree by the demands of its allegiance
to England.
- That the chaoge in its operations will bes
peaceful one ia more than likely, Aus-
tralia's distance from Eoglasd will render
almost impossible any armed attempts to
hold the seven colonies to the old country,
even if Englana felt atall like taking such
s course. While the colonies have been a
prolifie source of revenue to England, thut
couniry is now far more able to recoguize
the justoess of a demand for independence
than she was at the beginning of our own
revolution, Thz internul conditlon of the
various eolonies is also such as to preclode
the possibility of serious domestic disiurp-
ance while passing from one form of govern-
ment to another. I Brazil, where an Em-
peror was detbroned by a race of people
given to bloody revolutions, conld change
ita governmentsl forms with but a slight loss
of lite, Australia, settled by and peopled
with cool-headed Anglo-Saxons, may be de.
pended upon to make all pecessary changes
peacefuily.

The United Btates stands ready to give a
hearty welcome to the new Australia wheo-
ever the people of that conotry pnt it in the
ranks of independent nations. Unti! then,
the doings of the patriots in the big island
will be worthy of atteation from zll and
hopes for their suceess from many.

PRIVILEGED CLASSES,

The proposition embodisd in a bill which
was before the Congresa which adjourned
yesterday, to authorize 8 certrin onmber of
eppointments to West Point every year from
among the sons of army officers draws ont a
sharp speech from Mr. Dunnell, of Minne-
sots, in opposition. The New York Sunm,
approviog his declaration that noue of the
inhabitants of this country should esjoy
aoy heveditary advantages~under the law,
gives utterance to the follo?az troe words.
“The tendencies to mristoeratical jnstitm-
tions and to the establishmest of privileged
classes are much 100 strong already. They
insinuste themselyes everywhere and uoder
almost everr pretext.”

This is true. How far some peonle have
drified from the comprehension of republi-
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can equality appears in the measure re.
ferred to. There isa tendency to the heredi-
tary aristoeracy idea among regular army
officers already; but it has one advantage
over some of the other privileged clusses
sprioging into existence. Like the fendal
aristocracy in its earliest and best days, it
recognizes that its only elaim to existence Is
in rendering good military service when the
oceasion comes. On the other hand wehave
a privileged class purely the creatures of
legislation; and which in many respecis sets
iteelf above the law that created it !

It is worth while to remember that the
powers exerted by our corporate classes are
hereditary as well as negotiable; and the
transmission of grest corporate estates is
notorious in two or three instances. The
privileges asseried for this class are suffi-
ciently remarksable. Thus it has besn
clearly set forth of late years that nome but
certain members of this class will be per-
mitted to build railronds through the State
of New York; and only another eorporation
is permitted to build certain new roads in
Pennsvlvania. This latter corporation bas
practically set forth the fact that it owes
neither nllegiance to the Constitation of the
State or obedience to the mandates of the
courts by disregarding both. It 15 the or-
thodox doetrine of New York that the cor-
porate class as a whole must have legisla-
tion to protect it from the eompetition which
every drygoods merchant, drayman, cunsl
boatman or other person in the ordinary
branches of effort must be subject to.

I7 these things do mot show the rissof &
epecies of privilege beside which the hered-
itary features of military gentlemen 15 o
small mstter, the details might be added to
ad infinitum.

The men love to sit and smoke thelr morning
pipes under the cool shade of the banaoas.
The pipe is simply a gourd with a little hole
near the bottom, Into which the head or cup
with the tobacco is put. Water is poured into
the gourd. A hole at the top, about one inch
in diameter, is the mouth plece. The native
puts his lips overshis hole and takes a zood

pull, and then it on to his neighbor.
Then thog .giwn' e smoke in the air and watch
it, with their dreamy eves, dissolve among the

leayes. They know how to grow tob&cco
and bow to smoke It, as the lnxury of the native

isu monly refreshing.

® Wankunde yleld to none in hospltality.
Whenaver you enter avillage you are pre-
sented to the ohief, and receive a pressnt of a
bullock or its equivalent in frait, ete. There
are ouly two regular meals in toe day (I shall
not say how many suacks they have in the in-
terval), and thess occur at midday and between
8and 7 o'clock at mght. Native etiquette pre-
vents the wen dining along with the w
The staple food Is nsima, o kind of porriage
made out of the flour of Indian corn, mpemba,
or cassava. By way of relish they have veg-
etables or stewed fowl or tish. On the whole,
the Wankonde, us I found them, were a partio-
ularly rous and happy 8, inoffen-
sive and conteunted, I could not belp thtnph;#
bow twuch better they were than certain
ucts of givilization at home.

Flourishad 400 Years B. C.

W. 8. Caine Is writing some interesting let-
tors from India for the Pall Mall Budgel. In
his last he thus speaks of an anclent ruin: We
are now 1n the heartof the anclent city of
Chattyagii, which flourished from 400 B. C. to
400 A. D., its greatest splendor being reached
under King Asoka, about 250 B. U. Tradition
says that it covered an area of 17 miles by & on
thé tongue of land forwed by the junctlon of
the Botwa and Hes rivers. Seattered over this
areathere are atill left, in more or less praserva-
tion, 85 indiviaual examples of the remarkable
arohitecture of the great Buddhist poried of To-
dian history, of which the greas tope of Baschi
is the finest; it Is probably the work of Asoka,
so far a8 its best architectural features are con-
cerned. The tope itself is m huge dome of
brick, faced wiih slwl’ -I.I1btl.r [
feet In diameter and 42 feet high. This is placed
on a elgeular platform, 120 feet fn dlamester and
14 feet higb. which, surrounded by a sculptared
rail, made a walk for worshipers all round the
top. The beautiful rall ljes in fragments at the
base, and it'is & pity the Government does not
ergct and restore it as far as 0. a en-
tire tope ls surronnded b{ another rall and four
soulptured gateways; it is l:ﬂﬁl‘hly pliced on
the leveled summit of & besutifal hill sbout 300
feet high. All round, on the wide table on
which the tope 18 the centor-piece, are monas-
teries, gateways, statues, temples snd groups
of buge mon ¢ square columns.
